It is thought that if the Alameda, which 
is due to arrive in San [francisco tomor- 
row, does uet bring information of the 
restoration of ihe monarchy, Willis will be 
instructed to let the matter alone until 
congress bus acted. 


NEWS EXPECTED TUDAY. 


A Ship Is Due to Arrive and She Should 
Bring Some Tidings. 

Washington, November 22.—As said in 
the Associated Press dispatch last night, 
the officers of the state department fully 
believe that by this tim» Queen Lil 
has been restored to the throne. It seems, 
however, that actual force may not have 
been authorized, although there was to be 
such «a show of force as would make the 
provisional government believe that the 
United States would use all the power at 
its command to bring about the restoration. 

The statement wus also made that if 
Mr. Dole refused to accede to the demands 
of Minister Willis he would be thrust 
aside and the queen restored, even if the 
administration should have to go to con- 
gress for authority. At the same time tt 
was clyuimed that there would be no ne- 
cessity for any such action, as the informa- 
tion from the islands was to the effect that 
everything was working precisely as ex- 
pectal. One renson dor the belief in 
some quarters that the restoration took 
place vesterday was the assertion often 
made that unless the restoration took place 
before the arrival of the first steamer 
from the United States since the atti- 
tude of this administration had been made 
public, that it would not be made at all, 
because the sentiment of the United States 
and the report of Minister Thurston to 
the provisional government would have 
a tendeney to sustain it and cause it 
to resist Minister Willis’s efforts at res- 
toration. 

The Ship Is There fora Bluff. 

This phase of the case was suggested to 
the department today and a reply was re- 
ceived that it made uo difference whether 
Mr. Thurston lad been able to communi- 
cate with the provisional government or 
not, or whether that government would 
offer uny resistance the restoration would 
go on just the same. It was claimed that 
mot only the information furnished by 
Mr. Blount. but the reports received since 
Minister Willis arrived at Honolulu were 
to the effect that the provisional govern- 
ment was sustained on the supposition 
that the United States mran-of-war was 
in the harbor for the purpose. It is pre- 
sumed that as soon as it was known that 
the United States would not sustain the 
provisional government, but was deter- 
mined to undo what had been done hy 
the revolutionists that the public imme- 
diately compelled the restoration of the 
queen. It is supposed, too, that the mem- 
bers of the provisional government hus- 
tened to take advantage of the amnesty 
which Minister Willis would insist that the 
queen should grant upon being restored 
to power. 

The Wish Is Father to the Thought. 

The Alemeda is expected to arrive to- 
morrew morning. At the department there 
is not much expectation of any important 
news being received by her, alihough such 
a thing is barely possible. Yet it ts the 
general impressiow that nothings trans- 
pired between the time when the Ans- 
tralia sailed and the departure of the Al- 
emeda. It was not impossible at the time 
the Alemeda_ sailed for information to 
have reached the islands of what had 
been determined on by the United States 
goevermmcnt. ‘The basis of the belief that 
the queen was restored yesterday is sup- 
posed to be the dispatch which was _ re- 
eeived by the Australia from Minister Wil- 
lis. fi is said that this report showed 
Minister Willis’s confident expectation that 
there wold be no interruption. 

It is asserted tiat the progress reported 
by Minisier Wiliis has been so satisfactory 
that it ias pot peen considered necessary to 
send him anything further since he re- 
eveived Lis origival instruetions.

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IRON ON THE FREE LIST. 


The New Tariff Bill Under Consideration 
Wool Wilt Also Be Admitted Free. 

Washington, November 22.—The iron ore 
menu have been defeated and the men who 
have combatted so violently to keep this ar- 
ticle off the free list were today informally 
notified by members of the ways and means 
committee that it had been finally decided 
by the democratic members that iron ore 
would be placed on the free list. 

This is the most important development 
of the day, as it leaves the iron men of 
Alabania, Virginia and Michigan no alterna- 
tive but to carfy their fight to the floor of 
the house. This they are threatening to do, 
but it is more freely stated than ever that. 
the new tariff bill containing this new pro- 
Vision will be opposed in the house by tue 
solid democratic delegation from Alabama 
and in the senate by Senators Morgan and 
Pugh. The Western Iron Ore Associa- 
tion, through President George H. Ply, of 
Qhio, has made a vigorous protest to the 
committee. Lhe western iron ore men in 
their communication gave a history of the 
development of the Lake Superior iron ore 
industry, and make an appeai for the re- 
tention of the present duty, not only in their 
interest, but in the interest of the con- 
sumer and the laboring men... The letter 
coucludes thus: 

“If, for awhile ahead, iron ore should be 
any cheaper than it has been for the last 
two years, it can come through materially 
lower wages, not only in mining but on the 
docks, on the vessels and on the railrvads 
that give it transit to mills and furuaces 
and along the line of interdependent indus- 
tries. ws 

“In Lake Superior ores alone $182,000,- 
OVO are now invested, with all the labur 
occupation mvelved. 

“Iron ore is a product of labor and eap- 
ital. To discriminate against it because 
theorists designate it as a raw material, 
would be an obvious injustice. If tinished 
products above iron ore ure made dutable, 
there can be uo valid reason for a different 
treanmeut of this product.” 

And Wool, Too. 


Tha committee today concluded the 
wool schedule of the new tariff bill. The 
nieasure provides for the admission free 
of duty of all wools and hair of the camel, 
goat, alpaca and other like animals and 
of wool and bair on the skin, top waste 
and other wastes and rags composed wholly 
or in part of wool, and also repeals what 
are known eompensatory duties on 
woolen goods and reduces the ad valorem 
duties on such zoods. It also repeals the 
compensatory duties upon carpets of ‘all 
kinds, rugs and mats and reduces the ad 
valorem duties theron from 4 per cent 
ad valorem to 3O per cent ad valorem. 
It also reduces the duties upon certain 
qualities of waste, whieh have been ad- 
vanced beyond the condition of scoured 
wool by the use of mpehinery of by the 
application of trber to 25 per cent ad. va- 
Jorem. The duty on shoddy, mungo and 
certain other wastes is put at 25 per cent 
ad valorem. 

Want the Whisky Tax Raised. 

Over 1,000 petitions, telegrams and me- 
morials have been received by members of 
the committee from temperance societies 
throughout the country asking that the 
whisky tax be raised. 

A telegram from Jowa says: “We have 
tried state prohibition and found that 
we cannot cope with the evil. VPhohibition 
does not always prohibit, but if the gen- 
eral government places a heavy tax on 
the product it will tend to lessen the out- 
put of the accursed stuff.” 

The young men’s Christian Association 
of Chicago says: ‘We, as members of the 
Young Men's Christian Association, of 
Chicago, earnestly request the honorable 
members of the said committee that they 
use their best endeavors to place a tax, at 
least $1.50 per gallon on whisky, thereby 
hoping to check the spread of intoxication 
and lessen the evils of drunkenness.” 

Mrs. Harriet Lane, of the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union, of Wheeling, 
lll., writes: ‘“‘Whisky is the most damna- 
ble curse of this generation. We have had 
one small distillery here and you may be 
sure we do not want another. The drunk- 
enness even in a little country town was 
something horrible. The way those men 
acted when drunk was simply awful and 
enough to frighten one inte hysterics with 
their horrible yeiling and sereeching. They 
made the night hideous with their songs, 
the blaspheming wretches, and a decent 
woman hardly dared step on the streets for 
them. We want the committee, or mem- 
bers, or whoever they are, to take the mat- 
ter and put a good high tariff.on the stuff 
and we do not want another distillery 
here. We hope -you will tax it to the 
fullest extent.” 

These are samples of the telegrams being 
received. In the meantime the distillers 
are singularly silent on the subject. 

J. W. Ringlander, S. Goldenburg and 
others of New York today appeared and 
urged the passage of a measure to prevent 
representiutives ot foreign houses from com- 
ing to America and taking orders for for- 
eign goods. ‘They want a license imposed 
upon such agents, who shall be termed 
peddlers. They also urged and received 
assurance that a provision should be jp- 
serted in the new tariff bill providing that 
the value of the outside crates, cases, boxes, 
sacks and coverings in which merchandise 
is packed for shipment to the United 
States shall not be included in the dutiable 
Value of the merchandise contained \ in 
the same, but shall thereafter be free from 
duty. 

Must Not Forestall the Messuge,

It was stated at the war department this 
afternoon after Secretary Lamont bad re- 
turned from the white house, that none of 
the reports from the cabinet officers would 
be given out or made publie until after con- 
gress had met and the message of the pres- 
ident sent in.

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TRAINS RUN AGAIN. 


The Lehigh Road Is Getting All the En- 
gineers It Needs, 


MANY ARE OLD BURLINGTON MEN 


They Could Not Get Work in the 
West and Will Not Starve. 


STRIKERS ASK THEM TO RETURN 


An Offer Is Made to One Party of Men to 
Go Away and Is Refused—The 
Trouble Is Not Over. 


Buffalo, N. Y., November 22.—At half 
past 1 o'clock this afternoon a special train 
of three coaches, drawn by passenger en- 
gine No. 12, was started out of the William 
street yard, for Sayre, Pa. A new en- 
gineer, who had come here from the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy road, was at 
the throttle, and forty-eight engineers occu- 
pied the seats of the coaches. ‘Trainmas- 
ter Van Allen and Traveling [ngiveer 
Mooney were on hand to start them on the 
journey. The train pulled out of the yard 
guietly and a person not acquainted with 
the situation would have observed pothing 
unusual about its passengers. It 1s Low 
stuted that the seventy-seven men who 
went out on the regular train this morning 
were ald experienced engineers. Thus, it 
will be seen that 125 eugineers have gone 
east today. 

An old employe was put in the cab with 
the new Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
man to pull them over the road, and an 
old employe also acted as conductor. It 
is stated, and some of the new men confirm 
the story, that the exodus from the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy has been in 
the nature of crews, rather than individ- 
uals. 

In many instances, conductors, engiueers, 
firemen and three brakemen, making up a 
regular freight crew on the Lig we.-fern 
road. started for Buffalo in a party, and 
made application to be put to work on a 
train on the Lehigh. ‘They seem to be 
sober, steady men, accustomed to working 
together and so far as consistent, 1t 1s said, 
the Lebigh Valley people will comply w:th 
their request. 

What the Men Say. 

One of the new men made the following 
statement to a reporter before the train 
pulled out: 

“Most of us are men who went out on the 
great Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
strike. Men from the eastern roads, who 
claim to be brotherhood men and some of 
them from the Lehigh, came west and took 
our places. ‘The company gave them the 
preference over such of us as they took 
back. When the strike was finally set- 
tled, the new men were given all the cegu- 
lar runs and we had to go on the rounds— 
first in, first out. The company had about 
twice as many men as they could use when

THE LEHIGH VALLEY STRIKE. 
The Officials Say That All the Regular Freight 
Trains Will Be Running by Today. 

Jersey City, N. J., November '22.—The 
skies are apparently clearing so far as the 
freight end of the Lehigh Valley strike is 
concerned. 

A representative of the Associated Press 
dropped in on Yardmaster Lamb. who was 
engaged in close communication with a 
band of newly egaged men to whom he 
was giving instructions. Mr. Lamb, in 
auswer to the query as to what progress 
was being made in the direction of mov- 
ing freights, said: 

“We are waiting for an engine now to 
take out a train of nineteen loaded cars, 
already made up, with freight consigned 
to all points on the line of the road. Then 
we will move more trains, and by tomor- 
row all the regular freight trains will be 
running. That is all I can say on the sub- 
ject. Notice has been given as to what 
the president is willing to do and those who 
have not complied with the terms of the 
notice are no longer considered servante 
of the company. We have engaged new 
men who will take out ourtrains. I cannot 
answer for what the men on strike may 
do about this. The New Jersey Central 
has got to aceept our freight.” 

The ofticials of the Lehigh Vailey have 
taken a-firm stand in the matter and wiil 
test the question whether their traflic can 
be blocked any longer. At any rate the 
ball will soon be moving and the matter de- 
cided. No trouble is anticipated when the 
train is started at oO o'clock this afternoon. 

The probabilities are, however, that the 
Jersey City employes will strenuously ob- 
ject to Lehigh Valley freight goiag over 
their tracks, and this may result in then 
going on a strike. A squad of police is 
on hand in the freight yard to maintain 
order, aud in case of any demonstration on 
the part of the striking employes, jt will 
be promptly squelched. 

Superintendent Donnoily, of the eastern 
district, came jnto Communipaw station on 
the engine that brought in a train at 4:10 
vo’ clock. Several reporters besieged him 
with questions, and in answer to the que- 
ries, he said: 

“The situation along the line of the Le- 
high has considerably improved. We are 
receiving more applicants for employment 


than we can entertain. In our New: York 
vffice alone we receive twenty applications 
daily from men skilled in the various lines 
of our business.” 

‘Is it true,” he was asked, “that fifty 
engineers from the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing road have been engaged?” 

“I do not know the exact number,” he 
replied, “but we have engaged quite a num- 
ber of them. I came in on the engine of 
this train in order tg pilot the engineer, but 
before we bad gotten half way, I found out

The Fire Was Drawn. 

Auburn, N. Y., November 22.—The first 
train to Jeave or arrive at Auburn station 
@n the Lehigh for forty-eight hours, was 
made up under the protection of a large 
posse of deputies and a squad of policemen 
at 3:37 o'clock this afternoon. Their in- 
tention to make the attempt became known 
early this morning, and when the time for 
tire start to be made came. there was a 
large crowd in the yards. The first engine 
brought out of the roundhouse was soon 
surrounded by a mob of jeering frinds of 
the strikers, and in the confusion, the fire 
Was drawn from the firebox by some un- 
known person. 

The Strikers Issue a Bolletin. 

Rochester, N. Y., November 23.—At 
12:30 o'clock this morning the local board 
of strikers issued the following bulletin ex- 
elusively to the Associated Press: 

‘Every operator between Rochester and 
Buffalo, except five who are under bond, 
af! one non-union man at Rochester, ail 
order men, are out on the whole territory 
covered by the road. Non-union men who 
have been imported to take the strikers’ 
places have all been won over to our side 
aml are now out. The Whole territory is 
completely tied up. Not a wheel is being 
turned at this hour. The Rochester divis- 
wa 1s completely tied up.

THE REVOLUTION IN BRAZIL. 


Rio de Janeiro Under Fire and the Move- 
ment Spreading. 

London, November 22.—(Copyrighted 1893 
by the Associated Press.)—The Times 4o- 
morrow, November 23d, will publish the 
following dispatch from Rio de Janeiro, 
dated November 18th, via Monteviedo,, 
November 22d: ° 

A heavy artillery fire continues daily. 
Forts Villegaignon and Lage have been 
greatly battered. A heavy gun at Fort 
San Joao was struck by a rebel shot and 
dismounted. During the bombardment of 
Saturday, a shell burst at Fort Lage, 
killing an oflicer and seventeen. men. 

Parts of the city are perilous, owing to 
the fusilade of ritles and machine guns: 
there have been many casualties in the 
streets. 

The foreign diplomats consider it impos- 
site to take further steps for the pro- 
tection of life and property, and the naval 
commanders concur in the general opinion, 
which favors letting both sides proceed 
without further {fnterference. Admiral 
de Mello is inclined to bombard the city af- 
ter forty-eight hours’ notice. 

Admiral Gama, who recently joined the 
insurgents, confirms the telegram of last 
week saying that de Mello is disposed to 
await the end of the revolution, #hd then 
take a plebiscite of the country on the 
question of monarchy.

GAVE HIMSELF UP. 


Join Johnston Wants to Come Back to 
Georgia For Trial. 


HE SHOT JIM WALL FOUR YEARS AGO 


Last Night He Confessed the Killing 
to the Galveston Police. 


KNOWN AS JOHN COMER IN TEXAS 


He Has Been Railroading in Mexico and 
Has Lost a Leg—He Is Ready ta, 
Return Home, 


Galveston, Tex., November 22.—(Special.) 
John R. Johnston, alias John Comer, who 
walked into the headqanrters of che ek:ef 
of police yesterday see&ing protection from 
parties, who, he claimed, were trying to 
“gong” him, made a full confession this 
evening of having killed Jim Wall at a coun- 
try dance, four mites south of Dawson, 
Ga., in 188Y¥Y. The killing occurred at a 
country ball, which Johnston attended with 
a young lady. While she was dancing she 
was rudely tripped up and thrown to the 
floor by a younger brother of Jim Vyall. 
Johnston resented the indignity to the young 
lady and was invited out by young Wall, 
Who said he would give him any «atisfae- 
tion he desired. When they got iniv the 
yard, friends surrounded them and the mat- 
tey Was amicably adjusted. 

Shortly after this Jim Wall appeared at 
fhe dance and his brother told him what 
had happened. Jim said Johnston would 
have to retract or he would kill uim, and 
ut once went in search of Johnston, wham 
he met coming in the gate with a party of 
friends. Jim Wall approached Johnston 
in a threatening manner and demanded an 
apology for the affront he had placed upon 
his brother.

The American Casualty Apply for a Receivers 

Heavy Los#es inthe Railroad Department. 

New York, November 22.—Superintend- 
ent Pierce, of the insurance department, 
took possession this afternoon of the Amer- 
ican Casualty Insurance Company. He dil 
hot arrive, however, until the company's 
officers had themselves determined to apply 
for a receiver. 

A meeting of the committee, which has 
been investigating the affairs of the com- 
pany, Was held this afternoon to discuss 
the advisability of continuing business or 
going into liquidation. It has been capital- 
ized at $1,000,000, and a short time ago 
William E. Midgley retired from the pres- 
idency after the company had sustained 
heavy losses and reorganization had been 
determined on. 

Dr. Henry L. Slocum was made presi- 
dent, and after an examination of the 
books, it appeared that a reorganization 
would be a dithicult task iv accomplisb. Ac- 
cording to the statement of the expert ac- 
countant, Beecher, Schenck & Co., loaned 
$400,000 of the company's Iuorey, and of 
this amount, DOUO,UO was to three mem- 
‘bers of the tirm in different loans. 

The losses of the company, which. is only 
three years’ old, particularly in the rail- 
road department, have been heavy. To 
continue business new capital is required, 
and this was to be forthcoming, but the 
latest developments have vot been of a 
character to mexke the outlook rosy. 

The company has ninety-tive stockholderg 
in New York, Baltimore and Chicago.

Merchants in Atlanta Elated at Chances 
for Free Delivery. 


BUT IT WILL ONLY BENEFIT GROCERS 


Rumors ofthe Complete Sale of the Cincin- 
natiSouthern tothe Baron Denied, 
Other Railroad Gossip. 


The news given in the railroad columns 
of The Constitution yesterday that the mer- 
chants of Atlanta will soon have free de- 
livery from the railroad depots again was 
gratifying and aroused much comment 
umong the business men of the city and the 
railroad people, too, 

It is well known what a fight the mer- 
chants of Atlanta made against the change 
when the roads decided about a year ago 
to discontinue the free delivery system. 

The merchants of Atlanta felt that they 
deserved some such recognition at the hands 
of the roads entering this city and felt 
that they were being denied what they had 
a right to claim when the roads took from 
them the advantages of the free delivery 
system of handling freights. 

It is altogether probable that the roads 
would not have restored the free delivery 
system had it not been for the decision ef 
the Western and Atlantic in determining 
not to aliow the roads from the west the 
advantages of its sidetracks and terminal 
facilities on the same terms that it had al- 
lowed them in the past. It is said that the 
reason that the Western and Atlantic de- 
cided upon this course was that the property 
of the company was too desirable to be 
letting out to the other roads on cheap 
terms when the Western and Atlantic could 
have such superior advantages if it hel the 
sidetracks for its own exclusive use. 

Commissioner Stahlman was talking over 
the situation yesterday, and said: 

“Yes, there will be a meeting of the lead- 
ing representatives of all the western :ipes 
centering in Atlanta beld in my ottice next 
Tuesday for the purpose of considering 
what can be done to remedy the situation 
thrown before these lines by the proposi- 
tion of the Western and Atlantic when it 
decides that it cannot longer allow the use 
of eits sidetracks here on the same terms 
that it has done in the past.” 

“Is it true that free detivery will be the 
result of this meeting and the solution of 
the problem forced upon the western lines? 
was asked. 

“Yes, I think the tendency 
proposition for free delivery of freights in 
Atlanta by the western lines entering this 
city. Ido not think the free deavery ques 
tion will taken up by the roads enter- 
ing Atlanta from the east, but I am of the 
opinion that the western roads will decide 
to grant the delivery from their freight de- 
pots without charge us a solution to the situ- 
ation thrust upon them by the proposition 
of the Western and Atlantic. 

‘Thus it can be seen that the merchants 
of Atlanta, who will derive much benefit 
from the delivery system in case the west- 
ern roads do grant it, will be the wholesale 
and retail grocery men. The western 
freights are almost exclusively heavy gro- 
cery freights and it can be seen that it Is 
the grocers more than the dry men 
who will gét the most benefit out of the free 
defivery if it is adopted as a settlement of 
the question of getting better terminal fa- 
eilities.”’

The recent announcement of the great 
schedule of the East Tennessee and Cinein- 
nati Southern has awakened general inter- 
est.

gacon Mast Have More Water or Pay 
Higher Insurance. 


PROPERTY OWNERS ARE AGITATED 


Whenever There Isa Fire the Department 
Asserts That It Is Handicapped by 
the Lack of W ater. 


Macon, Ga., November 22.—(Special.)— 
Macon’s property holders are considerably 
exercised over the probability of the fire in- 
surance Tate being increased so as to take 
an aggregate of about $30,000 annually 
out of the city insurance premiums. 

Recently several small fires have occurred 
in the city and in each instance the re- 
port was made that the fire department was 
handicapped by an inadequate water sup- 
ply. ‘These reports reached the officers of 
the Southeastern Tariff Association, and 
that association has notified the local board 
of underwriters that unless better water 
facilities in case of fire are provided, Macon 
will be ruled as a second-class city, which 
will, of course, run up the premium rate 
considerably . 

The local board of undérwriters has sub- 
nytted the letter received from the South- 
eastern ‘Tariff Association to the city coun- 
cil with a request that the matter be fully 
investigated and the defect remedied. 

The subject was up for discussion at last 
night's meeting of the council and Alder- 
man Collins said he thought that the city 
wouncil should take steps to see ¢hat the 
water company complied with its contract, 
aud if the matter was not remedied the rate 
of insurance, which is high enough at pres- 
ent, will be raised. 

The Constitution’s representative called 
on a number of the leading insurance men 
today and inquired as to the real situation. 
They were all rather reticent in express- 
ing aD Opinion as to the merits of the al- 
leged insutticiency of the water supply. 
Their views are well understood on the sub- 
ject, however, but they did not hesitate to 
bay that there was danger of the rate being 
increased. 

George W. Duncan & Co., state that 
they received a circular in relation to Ma- 
con from the secretary of underwriters, and 
unless something is done in the matter, 
Macon will be put in the second-class rating, 
which will increase the premium $30,000, 
and that the Macon board has requested 
council to take action in the matter and 
find out where the fault is. 

The increase in the insurance rate is not 
the most serious part of the situation if 
the water supply is inadequate as it is re- 
ported to be. The great danger of loss 
of property should a big fire occur is more 
serious, and the people are on «he warpath 
and demand that the whole matter be speed- 
ily looked into.

The attorney general, after looking over 
the situation and summing it up, saying all 
he can detrimental of the administration 
of Mr. Comer and all in favor of the 
Averill administration, concludes his re- 
port with the following ititeresting sug- 
gestion, looking tawards bringing the prop- 
erty into polities: 

Amendment of Charter Recommended.

or other competitive corporation. 

[ th.nk sucu a course :s due, not only to the 
proper dignity of the state itse.f, but also 
io carry vut uhe purpose for wih.co this cor- 
poration was created, and further, for the 
benetit of those ‘citizens of (he Stale liv.ng 
along its iine who have been so long denied 
the pr.vi.eges wh.ch they now enjoy and wh.ch 
were or.ginally intended to be conferred upon 
them. 

Touches of an Italian Hand. 


This movemmt on the part of the 
attorney general is considered by the Cen- 
tral railroad people as nothing short of an 
attempt to get the road into politics because 
the state is despairing of a successful 
fight in the courts, where they were the 
first to carry the matter. It has been 
even hinted that the guiding hand behind 
the scenes is none other than that which 
endeavored ‘to remove the receiver of the 
Central railroad here before Justice Jack- 
son, and which is now endeavoring to de- 
stroy the Central's interest, if possible, 
in the Port Royal and Augusta. 

The power of the Central, to hold the 
majority stock and bonds in this road 
is being hotly contested in the courts. Lhe 
question was first taken into the state 
eourts of South Carolina by the state 
and by some of the South Carolina stock- 
holders. The Central contended that the 
matter belonged properly in the hands of 
the United States court and appealed to 
Judge Simonton, who sustained them and 
took up the matter in his circuit. Thus 
arises a conflict of jurisdiction which may 
ultimately have to be determined by the 
United States supreme court. The only 
point in common between the actions of the 
two conflicting courts so far is that Judge 
Simonton has recognized Receiver Averill 
the appointee of the state court. The 
question will go from the state court to the 
state supreme court and if the latter de- 
cides that the state court has proper jur- 
isdiction and the court of appeals decides 
that Judge Simonton has jurisdiction, there 
is but one course left, which will probably 
have to be taken in the end, and that 
is an appeal to the United States supreme 
eourt. 

Will Fight It Oat. 


The Central's attorneys say the matter 
will be fonght to the last step vy step. 
If the attorney general sbould have such 
a bill as he proposes introdaced in the 
South Carolina legislature the measure will 
be fought there by the ablest legal counsel 
in the south, among them Messrs. Lawton 
& Cunningham, the Central's well-known 
attorneys here. The fight in the courts 
will also be to a finish, as it is thought 
that neither side will give in until the 
United States supreme court has decided 
whether or not under the state constitu- 
ignal limitations the Central has or has 
not the right to vote its majority stock 
and bonds in the property and thereby 
exercise control.

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Our New Conditions. 

If our wisest statesmen and men of af- 
fairs would be perfectly frank they 
would admit that they do not understand 
our pew conditions and do not know 
how to deal with them. 

Ta te eastern states ithe farmers for 
sumetime past have been moving to the 
tuwns or going west. But it is hard to 
make a living in the towns, and thou- 
sunds of city wage workers are tramping 
through the country. Many settlers in 
ihe west are now going eastward. 

Southern farmers find that cotton us a 
single crop is not protitable, but it does 
not pay them to raise corn and wheat for 
the market because the new western 
states can produce them cheaper = and 
successfully compete with them in the 
easieru markeis. So they find it necessary 
to turn their attention to perishable 
products requiring speedy marketing, 
like fruit and vegetables. 

We have no time for the consideration 
of the problems of the farmers in the 
northeast and northwest. The situation 
here at home demands our best thought. 
Cotton and tobacco will always be good 
money crops, and our farmers will save 
a good deal by producing their food sup- 
plics for home consumption. Fruit and 
vegetables will pay in favored localities, 
but perhaps the most extensive new in- 
dustry that we could take up would be 
wool growing and mutton making, as 
2% southern contemporary phrases it. 
Wool and mutton can be shipped ite dis- 
tant markets and they are always in de- 
mand. 

But if we are to adjust ourselves to 
our new conditions in the south we must 
adopt a broad and progressive policy 
that will suit them. Having learned by 
past experience that railways are follow- 
ed by setilers, development, new towns 
and new industries, we should deal very 
liberally and fairly with thesq@ factors of 
Transportation and commerce. The need 
of more home markets and more consum- 
ers for our products should CAlNSe VS tO 
encourage and aid the upbuilding of man- 
ufacturing industries on the smallest as 
well as the largest scale. 

It must be admitted that without wise 
legislation there can be no general pros 
perity. Fortunately 
democratic party, profiting by the experi- 
ence of the past, and guided by the wish- 
es of the great majority of the people, 
have outlined in the Chicago plaiform a 
policy that cannot fail to bring us peace, 
happiness and plenty. Broadly detined, 
this policy is one of financial relief’ in 
the shape of an expanded currency and 
the lightening of our burdens that will 
be the natural result of a low tariff for 
revenue. Legislation on this line will 
enable our people to meet their new 
economic and industrial conditions, rnd if 
In the near future we make a judicious 
effort to control the immense itrade of 
Mexico, Central and South America. our 
farmers and artisans and manufacturers 
will be kept so busy that we m: ly escape 
another great panie for generations to 
come, But the American people and 
their lawmakers must look a little be- 
yond their noses if they would secure gen- 
eral and permanent prosperity. The 
makeshift methods of the présent must 
give place to plans broad enough to take 
in day after tomorrow as well as today. 


Mistaken Wage Workers. 

The great strike on the Lehigh Valley 
"allroad is a serious blunder, coming as 
ft does at a time when it is very dificult 
for men to find employment. 

It is a bad thing during these hard 
times to throw 2.000 men out of u job. 
The strike will cause the men engaged in 
it to lose about $40,000 a week. This 
money is a dead loss to the toilers who 
need it now more than ever, and it ean 
never be recovered. Of course the: Te- 
high company will lose a large sum, but 
its loss .will be reduced by the amount it 
would have paid out in Wages every 
week. It can afford to lose a thousand 
dollars where the strikers lose one dollar. 

We see nothing in the whole business 
that will benefit the strikers. It seems 
that their grievance is not a matter of 
wages. They claim that the company 
will not recognize the walking delegate 
and refuses to treat with its employes as 
an organized body. For this reason 
-,000 men give up their job and join the 
army of unemployed workingmen. 

Thousands of men are out of work in 
the citiesgand towns of the north. Busi- 
ness is so dull that employers are redue- 
ing their force and their expenses to the 
lowest notch, and the supply of labor ex- 
ceeds the demand. A man is lucky if he 
has any kind of work at any wages this 
winter, and he is very foolish to throw 
It away on account of an tmaginary or 
trivial grievance. Until times improve 
the average citizen who depends upon 
his daily wages should: not be too particu- 
lar about small matters. This may be an

An Eastern Tariff Idea. 

A cirenlar issued by Kodder, Peabody 
& Co., of Boston, gives some ve Ty inter- 
esting facts about Nova Scotia coal. 

According to this circular, the Domin- 
ion Coal Company has a good thing of it, 
and will have a still better thing if our 
new tariff puts Nova Scotia coal on the 
free list. The cireular, after showing 
that those inines are practically inex- 
haustible, says: 

Should the United States duty of 

per ton be removed, it seems evident that 
this company wii: find a large market on the 
New Engiand seaboard, for which Its position 
at tidewater would enable it to 
advantageous terms. 
Jnated that it could -put coa! free on 
board vessels at Louisbourg for about one 
doilar a ton, probabiy cheaper than coal jig 
shipped at any port in the world. 

We have seen it stated that Henry M. 
Whitey, the president of this consoli- 
dated Boston-Novia Scotia Coal Coin- 
pany, ts the brother of the Hon. William 
©. Whitey, of New York. ‘The repre- 
sentatives of a company so officered will 
doubtless have a patient hearing before 
Ways and means committee, and a 
Strong effort will be made to place their 
coal on the free list. The people of New 

bgland will then have cheaper coal than 
can be purchased in other parts of ‘the 
country, But why should New England 
be favored under our. turfff’ Why 
should she not bear her share of the 
tariff duties, and pay a higher price for 
her coal? The Richmond Times takes this 
view of the matter and says: 

In view of this Whitney prospectus, if the 
Coa.-Mining scheme is carried our it wiil be 
hard to persuade the West Virginia, Mary- 
land and Virginia public that there was not 
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some political “pull” made for the special ben- 
efit of this Boston company. We have the ut- 
most faith in Mr. W. L. Wilson, and we earn- 
estiy lope he won't make a mistake. 

The Birmingham Age-Herald sees in 
this scheme a great injury to Alabama's 
coal interests. It says: 

The maximum estimate of cost of Nova Sco- 
tin coal on Voard vessels, as shown by 
mony before the ways and means committee, 
is about one doliar per ton. ‘The freight tariff 
on this coal by water transportation will, 
therefore, if uo more than $1.35 per ton, be 
abie to meet Alabama coal at Charleston, Sa- 
Vannah, Pensacola, Mobile and New Orleans 
on a basis of equality without any change in 
the present: tari. These foreign coals can be 
handed for money from Nova Scotia to 
Atiant.e and gulf ports than the same Coal 
ean be hand.ed by railway from the mines of 
Alabama, vr from other polais in the coal and 
ore regions of the soup to tilewater points. 

The present tariff on coal is for the 
purpose of revenue, and is about what it 
should be. Why make any radical 
change, and why put Nova Scotia coal on 
the free list to benetit New England and 
damage the interests of interior points? 
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Mr. Carlisie’s Speech. 

Mr. Carlisle’s speech before the New 
York Chamber of Commerce shows that 
his financial views have undergone a 
most remarkable change since = 1S, 
when he voted for the unlimited coluage 
of silver, and a still remarkable 
change since 1878, when he declared that 
the demonetization of silver by ‘this gov- 
ernigent 4vould be worse and more far- 
reaching in its results than war, famine 
anil pestilence, We do not propose to 
inquire into the causes that have led Mr. 
Carlisle to so radically change his views 
With regard to bimetallism. and to be- 
coine, in effect, the pronounced advocate 
of the single gold standard. It is a 
bright light indeed that can draw so dis- 
tinguished a Statesman toward it, but 
the illuinination has been invisible to ns, 
and, so far as we know, to the public. It 
is a matter, however, that does not in- 
timately concern the public, 

More interesting, if not more important, 
is Secretary Carlisle’s remarks about the 
“double standard.” He does not under- 
stand this term, and declares that he-has 
never understood, it. And yet, consider- 
ing the fact that Mr. Carlisle has pro- 
fessed to be a bimetallist, and that he 
eould not have been elected a senator 
from Kentucky on the single gold stand- 
ard theory, it is a little singular that he 
faily and has failed to understand ihe 
meaning of the phrase “double standard.” 
Still more singular is his effort to befoe 
the- meaning of the phrase and to iMypari 
to it a purport that has been disclaimed 
time and time and time again by all au- 
thorities on bimetallism. That it is an 
awkward term has been admitted, but 
it is not awkward enough to carry the 
meaning which Mr. Carlisle seeks to 
give it, 

If the pliase were “double standards,” 
there would be some excuse for a pro- 
fession of ignorance, but it is “double 
standard,” and therefore it cannot mean 
that there should or shall be two mon- 
etary standards in operation at one and 
the same time. <A more term 
would be the “joint standard,” and it 
would be hard to quibble over this. 

Mi. Carlisle is not ignorant. Tle is only 
playfully critical. and we have no doubt 
the Chamber of Commerce shook its 
jocund sides until the gold in its breeches 
pockets raitled when the secretary made 
his quizzical remarks about the “double 
standard.” These millionaires dearly 
love their little joke, and they must have 
nudged each other heartily when Mr. 
Carlisle jumped on the poor “double 
standard.” 

For fear that our readers may be be- 
fuddiled by the secretary’s humor, we 
hasten to. say that “double standard” does 
not mean a single standard, nor yet two 
Standards, but &2 monetary standard rest- 
ing on two metals which have equal ree- 
ocnition before the law and at the mints. 
This joint standard had been in sueccess- 
ful operation all over the world until 
S75, when ‘the present dislocation of 
the money metals was first begun. The 
operations of the double standard are 
very simple. When one of the metals in- 
ereases in value so that it is no longer 
profitable to offer it at the mint, the 
other metal comes in to take its place. 
The dearer metal is in fact ousted, and 
this tends to reduce its value, whereas 
the inereased demand for the cheaper 
metal tends to heighten its value. The 
double or joint standard is an alternat- 
ing standard, and the operations of bi- 
metallism serve to keep the two metals 
at the same value, and the legal ratio he- 
tween them remains fixed. 

My. Carlisle’s address was made to rich 
men, and, as the utterance of a eabinet 
officer it deserves and will attract atten- 
tion all over the country. Tt will be re- 
gurded ay the announcement of the atti- 
tude of the administration on the finan- 
«ial questiog; but we should be sorry to 
auave to belivye that this speech 
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Carlisle's is the answer of a democratic 
administration to the people who desire 
‘to know when and in what way the 
pledge of the democratic party to restore 
silver té its old place as a money stand- 
ard is to be carried out. 

When the repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman law was up for 
discussion, every prominent democrat 
who favored unconditional repeal de- 
clared that he did so because he believed 
unconditional repeal to be the first step 
toward carrying out the financial pledge 
of the democratic platform—the step pre- 
liminary to restoring silver to our cur- 
rency system as a money standard. The 
pages of The Congressional Record. bris- 
tle with these statements, and the public 
prints were full of them. 

It is to be hoped that those who made 
these statements and who pledged them- 
selves to carry out the platform will be 
able to find in Mr. Carlisle’s speech be- 
fore the rich men of New York some 
sign or suggestion that the administration 
svmpathizes with their desire to redeem 
the party pledge. For ourselves we can 
find no such sign or suggestion. Mr. Car- 
lisle speaks as if it were the settled pol- 
icv of the treasury department to Durse 
and foster whatever sentiment there may 
be in the democratic party in favor of 
the single gold standard. 

This seems to be the aim and end of 
financial legislation so far as Mr. Carlisle 
is concerned, We are inclined to hope 
that his present views will be as fleeting 
aud as temporary as those which marked 
as we may say, the bimetallic era of his 
belief, and that he will finally urge his 
democratic brethren in congress to carry 
out in prompt and effective legislation 
every pledge made to the people by the 
democratic party.

Elizabeth Oakes Smith, 
wood, Carteret county, North Carolina, last 
week was one of the best-known American 
authors of an earler day, and one of the most 
proliiic. Her maiden name was .Trince, and 
she was born in Cumberland, Me. Aliibone 
gives 2 list of séventeen books published by 
Mrs, Smith from 1838 to 1870. and she had 
been writing continuously since that date, 
though not as largely as at the beginning of 
her career. Those books consist of poems 
fiction, health and dress hints to women, 
She also edited and ass-sted in editing-a num. 
ber of works, such as “Miller's Language of 
Flowers” and “Emerson's United States Ga- 
gette,’’ delivered many public lectures, and 
wrote two plays which were acted with ae 
ceptance, “The Roman Tribute’ and “Old New 
York.’’

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HAT SCHOOL MONEY 
rf. Fleming Gives a Succinct Statement 
of the Situation. 


WO KINDS OF QUARTERLY PAYMENT 


fave Been Discussed andthe Result Has 
Been Confision—Mr. Fleming Gives 
Some Interesting Figures. 


Mr. Fleming is deeply interested in the 

atter of securing quarterly payment to 
he teachers and has naturally been study- 
ng the report of that special committee 
vhich said there is enough money in the 
reasury to pay the teachers, the soidiers 
and the widows quarterly. 

Mr. Fleming is chairman of the house 
Hnance committee and he is usually very 
accurate when it comes to figures. DBe- 
sidés this, he is the author of a bill bear 
Dg on this important subject—the bill 
which the educational committee has de- 
cided to report favorably. 

A Constitution representative asked him 
fyesterday for a precise statement as to the 
school fund and the pension fund, especi- 
ally with reference to the joint committee's 
report referred to. 

“T will take pleasure in trying to do 
what you ask,” said he in reply. ‘There 
seems to be ua serious misapprehension on 
everal points. First, that joint report 
says: ‘We, therefore, recommend — the 
passage of a bill authorizing the payment 
of public school teachers’ salaries quarterly, 
‘that is to say one-fourth of the fund to 
be paid the Ist day of April, one-fourth 
the Ist day of July, one-fourth the Ist 
day of October and one-fourth the Ist 
day of January of each year,’ etic. Now 
you see at once that such quarterly pay- 
ment as that is not what the teachers 
and the newspapers and the public gener- 
tilly have been working for. What we 
mean by ‘quarterly payment’ is payment 
in full once a quarter; what the committee 
means by ‘quarterly payment’ is 2o per 
cent each quarter, thus extending the pay- 
ment over twelve months. So you see we 
are using the same words, but with very 
different meanings. We are arguing trom 
entirely different premises. 

“That the plan proposed by the com- 
mittee will not give quarterly payment 
as we mean it—that is payment in full once 
a qguarter—can be easily demanstrated. 
In fact, I am quite sure the committee 
would not take issue with us on that point. 
They have never said such payment could 
be had. They were referring to a very 
different kind of quarterly payment, which 
would by no means correct the evil we 
complain of. 

Second, the joint report says: “The taxes 
for the wayment of the appropriations 
to the widows and disabled soldiers do 
not reach the treasury until December 
of each year, but heretofore they have 
been paid eight or nine months previous 
thereto.’ 

“Now, as to that statement of fact, I 
beg to take direct issue with the commit- 
tee, especially as to the widows’ pensions, 
and I judge the same is true as to the 
soldiers’ pensions. J maintain that the 
widows are not paid before, but after, 
the money received in the treasury. 
We all know the widows get their pensions 
in February. The joint committee says 
hat money comes into the treasury the 
ollowing December. The issue is a plain 

uestion of fact and I ‘appeal to the off- 
cial records of the state. The records 
in the office of the comptroller general 
show that the usual time for the governor 
to make the tax levy is the latter part 
of August. In 1891 this levy was not made 
until September 26th. This postponement 
was made by the governor in order that 
the legislature, then holding its July ses- 
sion, might provide additional funds to 
meet the widows’ pensions. The first act 
to pension widows was approved December, 
1800, directing payment to be made of 
$60,000 for the year beginning February, 
1891. Instead of $60,000 being sufficient 
it was found that $400,000 was necessary. 
The tax levy for 1891 was made September 
26, 1891, and the rate for general purposes, 
which includes pensions, was increased 
from 2 7-10 mills for 1890 to 3 5-10 mills 
for 1891. This increase was made to cover 
the additional amount for widows’ pen- 
sions mainly. I have a written statement 
signed by the comptroller general, saying 
the levy of 5 5-10 for 1801 did include the 
widows’ pensions for 1801. 

“Now, the taxes under that levy of 
September 26, 1891, reached the treasury 
in December, 1891, and not 1892. ‘The 
first payment of pensions to widows was 
made in February, 1892, not February, 
1891. These are facts of record. 

“So it is just as clear as written evi- 
dence can muke it that the joint com- 
mittee is wrong when it says the widows 
are paid eight or nine months before their 
money gets into the treasury. Whatever 
other purposes the school fund may have 
been used f@r, it is plainly evident that 
it is not used to pay widows’ pensions.” 

“Is there any opposition or contradiction 
between the report of the joint committee 
and the bill tayorably reported by the 
educational committee for the more prompt 
payment of the teachers?’ 

“In reality none at all,” answered Mr. 
Bleming. “That bill -provides that aj] 
money in the treasury belonging to the 
schools shall be paid out quarterly. If 
the joint committee is right (and 1 wish 
it were), then the teachers will be paid 
im full quarterly: if the joint comnnittee 
is@vrong, then the money will be paid as 
far as it will go. There is no reason at 
all why the members of the joint com- 
_mittee and those who hold their views 
should not aid us to pass the bill now 
before the house, especially as the friends 
of the bill have agreed to accept an amend- 
ment giving any county the right not to 
postpone its schools for the first six months 
of 1804 if it deemed best not to do 
so. With that amendment agreed to, it is 
sincerely hoped the bill will meet with no 
opposition.”

UNPROTECTED CREDITORS ARE KICKING 


Judge Lumpkin Ordered Receiver E. H. 
T'hornton to Close Up the Store—Hear- 
ing Set for Saturday. 


Already in the hands of a receiver, the 
Ryan Company was closed up yesterday by 
the sheriff on an order of Judge Lumpkin 
attached to a petition filed late yesterday 
afternoon by attorneys for the unprotected 
creditors. 

‘The attorneys filing the bid were Calhoun, 
King & Spalding, B. Z. Phillips, Robert 
Aahuer and others, representing about $20,- 
VOU of the creditors, who are bot mnentioned 
in the mortgages filed in the general assign- 
ment of the Ryan Company. 

Among the foremost of creditors interest- 
ed in the petition are LeBrew, Roy, Sim & 
Co., of New York; Lazarus, Liebman & 
Rosenfeld, -of New York, and Robinson & 
Smith, of Philadelphia, and others. The 
bill alleges that the Ryan Company bought 
goods without having any intention of pay- 
ing for the stuff bought. The charge of 
fraud is also made, and the petition prays 
that the store be closed and that an inven- 
tory of the stock be taken. ‘These credi- 
tors also wish to be allowed to identify and 
claim gM%®ds in the Ryan store. They as- 
sert that their rights are superior to the 
creditors protected by mortgages. 

There was a hearing before Judge Lump- 
kin, who ordered that the store be closed 
and that he would give the matter a hear- 
ing on Saturday. Receiver Thornton closed 
the store immediately upon being notified of 
Judge Lumpkin’s course, and nothing will 
be done in the way of trade until a further 
hearing is granted. 

If the outcome is in favor of the peti- 
tioners an inventory of all the stock will 
be taken, and the petitioners will be given 
a chance to look up the goods which they 
desire to identify. 

Interventions in the Miller Receivership. 

T'wo interventions were filed yesterday 
by Culberson & Hunt in the petition of Ray 
Wellborn et al., upon which G. T. Osborn 
was appointed receiver, Joseph Van Holt 
Nash & Co. is one of the intervenors and 
the Henry P. Scales Tobacco Company is 
the other party. Nash & Co. hold three 
notes, amounting to $138.86, and have an 
open account of $68.43. The claim of 
Scales is on an open account of $52.47.

porary abode at the Fulton county jail. 
After vain attempts to have him comaut- 
ted to jail on a writ of lunacy, Sergeant 
Ozburn yesterday had him gommitted by 
the city recorder on a charge of assault, 
the basis of: this charge being the strange 
and unexplainable attack upon Mr. J. J. 
Skinner at the Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation’s reading room. 

Ordinary Calhoun refused to issue a writ 
of Junacy for the crank, because Smith was 
u non-resident. The police department 
protested that Smith claimed no particular 
spot as his home, and that this city was 
as much bis home as any other place in the 
worlkl. The ordinary said wait, however, 
and probably relatives of ihe crank would 
turn up. 

None have come, and yesterday the police 
officials grew impatient and decided to take 
action indepenent of the ordinary. ‘The 
fact of the assault was brought to Record- 
er Calhoun’s notice as sufficient ground for 
a columitment on the charge of assault and 
battery, and the recorder was not slow to 
take action. He at once signed a com- 
mitment paper, sending Smith to jail. 

Suvth submitted to the transfer with 
the same passive unresistance that he has 
always shown since he has been at police 
heudquarter. He walked out into the 
stution house keeper's oflice with downeast 
eyes and stepped into the patrol wagon 
without the slightest show of reluctance 
or unwillingness to go. 

Smith has changed a great deal in appear- 
ance since he was carricd to the police 
station. He has not eaten anything, and 
his stubborn abstinence from all food has 
told on him. His yellowish face igs more 
sunken and thin than ever, and his eyes 
are dull and sleepy looking. His lips are 
devon of color, and he has the genera! ap- 
pearance of a weary and dispirited man. 

Smith refuses food in a very quiet man- 
ner, without attemptmg to make any show 
of his determination to eat nothing, or to 
draw the attention of any one to himself. 
When food was offered him, he simply de 
clined it in a courteous way, and when he 
IS pressed to eat something he will say 
that he has firmly made up bis mind to eat 
notling white he is kept In prison. He is 
extremely courteous in his intercourse with 
the jailers, and shows evidences of excel- 
Jent breeding. He continued his immov- 
able line of conduct when carried to jail 
and steadily refuses food. le was given 
a room to himself, and immediately stretch- 
ed himself upon a cot from sheer weakness 
He begged the jailer not to allow any one 
to see him, and net to ask bim to eat 
anything. 

The refusal of Smith to eat anything has 
brought to the surface a great number of 
eranks who are pouring advice into Chief 
Connolly's ear on the best way to make the 
refractory prisoner eat. One genius out of 
the lot, who sigus himself “Crank,” writes 
thus learnedly 

“If you want to make Crank Smith eat 
force it down his throat a few times. He 
will then eat. Forcing once, usually proves 
sufficient with the most determined eranks.” 

Me removal of-the prisoner from Chief 
Connolly’s hands prevented the execution

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THE THIRD CITY COURT.

The Advocates of the Court Issue an 
Address. 

An address has been issued ‘‘to the public,’ 

signed by a committee appointed by a meeting 

of those lawyers who are in favor of the third 


city court. 

The committee was not appointed by the 
Bar Association of Atlanta, and its utterances, 
therefore, are only the opinious of individuals, 
and in no way commit the bar association to 
the support of that measure. 

The address goes on to recite that the es- 
tablishment of another court in Atlanta would 
carry with it little additional expense, “if 
any.’ Neither will the jury service be in- 
creased. The increase of docketed is 
noted, and Ktigation is far behind. The ad. 
dress then says: 

“The only remedy is to establish a new 
city court. Under the constitution a superior 
court cannot be established. To amend the 
constitution is a momentous undertaking, and 
would necessarily take much time. Moreover 
if we should have a new superior court, there 
is no prospect of shortening its precedure. 
It has an imparlance term of six months, and 
are bound to wait from 

to twelve months’ before’ they 

even legally triable in that court. 
Therefore, the talk of anotber superior court 
simply means to give no relief at ail, The 
city court bas a quick procedure, which would 
make it a great aid to the business world, if 
there were judges enongh to do the business,’ 

The growth and business activity of Atlanta 
is given as the reason for the increase of liti- 
gation, and other cities of like standing are 
pointed to as exceeding Atlanta in court facili- 
ties. It is important that litigation should 
be promptly disposed of. “The business of 
courts is to administer justice. They are cre. 
ated for that purpose, and the law, instead o1 
discouraging a resort to the courts to enforce 
rights and redress wrongs, invites it.’’ This 
is a striking sentence of the address, The ar. 
ticle coneludes: 

“The talk that this court will benefit only 
lawyers is demagog:.cal in the extrem? rnd 
is an unfair argument intended to play upop 
the prejudices of the ignorant. But we appre 
hend such methods of argument will fall short 
of influencing the intelligent public. We regret 
that any of our brethren of the bar should 
eveh by implication, join in such an arg... 
ment.’’

NEW YORK. November 22.—The volume of 


business on the stock exchange today Was 
larger than yesterday and Was better dis- 
tributed throughvut the tist, Tue commission 
houses had good ‘buying orders, got alone -n 
the active stocks, but aiso in the shares, 
which are usually dormant, and Londop was a 
purchaser of Si. Vaui, Atchison and Unton 
Pacific. But the market Was Dot as steady as 
on yesterday, although prives generally show 
an advance on the day’s transaction. There 
was no disturbing iuflueuces and = the air 
was remarkably clear of unfavorabie rumors, 
but there was a very palpab-e des.re to take 
a part, at least, of the profits of yesterday's 
advance, and consequentiy the tone of spect. 
lation was unsettled, The pub.ication of the 
report of the reorgauizat on committee of the 
National Cordage Company caused a drop of 
2 per cent in the shares at the opening, which 
wus quickly followed by an advance vf 3 per 
a reaction of 1 7-8 and a recovery of 
cent, making a net loss of 1-2 per 
ceut. From that it is to be judged that the 
opinions as to the condition of the company 
ax evidenced by the repurt are conflicting. The 
weak spot in the market was General Eveciric, 
in which there Was a pronounce) pressure to 
@e)i during the last hour. Opening at an ad- 
vance of 3-8 per cent, the shares began their 
downward course in the very first dealings 
and reached the bottom omy just before the 
close, when a deciine of 4 per Cent Was Te. 
corded, the last sale being at a recovery of 
18 per cent. The only explanation offered 
for the break, is that a pool bead selected a 
fair'y, strong general market upon which to 
liquidate its hokings. Sugar, which wys 
most largely dealt :n, wag ‘rather erratic in 
its movements, dec:ining 1 3-8 per cent in the 
ear.y transactions, then selling up 15-8, Te. 
acting 11-4, rallying 13-8 and reced-ng 11-4 
per cent at the close, making a loss of 7-5 
per cent on the day. Reports ‘were current 
jhat a prominent bear operator Was cover.ng a 
large j'ne; but the room traders Were out 
for their profits and sellers Were nore humet. 
eu. itau buyers. The general market wae 
‘ertoag at the opening and prices were 1-8@I1 
per cent higher, ‘but realizing sales quick.y 
changed the temper of specu.ation, caus.ng a 
siight reaction. Before any serious losses

Hays and Scott Bonds, 
AN INTERESTING REPORT YESTERDAY 


Gives the History of the Bonds and 
Strongly Urges Their Payment. 


THE DAY IN THE LEGISLATURE 


The State Depositories Again—Massey’s 
Appointment Rejected—Captain Smith 
and That Dam. 


For the nineteenth time a favorable re- 
port has been made on what are known 
as the Hayes and Scott or Kibbee bonds. 

This last report, containing as it does a 
ful! and complete history of the bonds and 
of the relationship the state bears to the 
holders, was made yesterday morning by 
the speciul committee of the house, of 
which Hon. Milton A. Candler is chair- 
man. 

The committee in strong language urged 
the payment of these bonds, which are de- 
clared to be an unquestionable obligation 
on the part of the state and it is further 
urged that the state arrange for sett!ement 
as soon as possible. 

The report came in during the last hour 
| of the morning session. No paper that has 
been submitted to the legislature has re- 
ceived closer attention than did this re- 
port on its reading. After it had been 
read Chairman Candler suggested that the 
biJl referring to the same subject be made 
a special order for today, but there was 
some objections to this, some of the mem- 
bers suggesting that copies of the report 
should be printed and that they should take 
a little longer for the consideration of the 
matter before it came up for discussion. 
Mr. Candler then suggested next Tues- 
day as the day for the consideration of 
the measure and the house ordered that 
two hundred copies of the report be 
printed. 

The first portion of the report contains 
the details of the issuance of these bonds 
aud of the different reports favorable 
to their payment, in fact all the reports that 
have ever been made on the subject. It 
concludes with the recommendations, which 
ure in substance that the bonds are genu- 
ine, the debt is a valid one, the owners of 
the bonds have fulfilled all the require- 
ments of the state and the bonds should 
be paid, 

State Deposits Again. 

The state depositories were brought to 
the front again yesterday by the introduc- 
tion in the senate of a bill providing that 
the joint finance committee investigate, the 
depositories and make a full and accurate 
report of the finance of Georgia with the 
view of ascertaining the real amount of 
the state’s money held by each depository. 

The resolution in fuil is as follows: 

Whereas, It has been reported to the house 
Bud senate what large amouats of the state’s 
money over and above the amounts of the 
buuds of the different depositions of the state 
have been deposited in state depositories, and 

Whereas, It i¢ but justice to the taxpayers 
of Georgia that the finances of the state 
¢houid be carefully guarded and conducted 
upen safe business principles, and 

Whereas, The people should know the true 
coudition of the financial affairs and rhe true 
administration of the same on the puro of 
athe gtate’s officlais; be it 

liesolved by ‘the semate, the house con- 
curring, That the joint financlai committee be 
cequested, and is hereby authorized, to in- 
Vestigare thoroughly and report the exact 
amount of the state’s money held by each de 
positury. If said committee deems it necessary, 
they sball have power to subpoena witnesses 
to ascertain the true status of the money 
affairs of the state. ‘Allso, to visit each de- 
nository, if the committee deems it necessary, 
to make a full and accurate report of the 
finances of Georgia, it being the object 
of this resolution to ascertain accurately the 
real amount of the state's money he.d by each 
his io the outgrowth of the bill of Sen- 
ator Persons providing that no depository 
sha!l at any time have more money than 
the amount of the bond it is required to 

ive. 

Under the iaw as it now stands the 
treasurer has no discretion but to leave 
this money in the different depositories un- 
til it is actually needed in the business 
of the state. 

The bill of Mr. Persons passed the sen- 
ate without objection, but it has caused 
a good deal of discussion and many iem- 
bers now think that, while it is right in 
principle, the best way is to require the 
depositories to give a bond equal to the 
DwxiMmumM amount which they at any time 
have in their possession, and not limit 
their amount to $50,000, as it would be 
with the bond fixed at that amount. A 
very general feeling seems to be that there 
should be a difference between the de- 
positorics Swiich receive the greatest 
amount of money and the small ones, and 
that they should be permitted to keep on 
hand a greater amount than the others, 
giving, of course, a bond equal to the max- 
imum amount of money which they will 
at any time have on hand, ; 

The question is a right interesting one 
and is likely to create considerable dis- 
cussion When it comes up in the house. 

Massey Was Kejected. 


For the third time the senate yesterday 
morning considered the appointment of 
A. L. Massey as solicitor of the county 
court of Walker county. Twice was the 
eoeenetion laid on the table on account of 
Strong opposition au esterday ‘ 
formally Watected, epee; be swan 

It was claimed by his friends that 
though of republican extraction and be- 
longing to a family whose afliliations had 
always beep with that party, this young 
Man was a democrat.

Captain Bill Smith came to the front 
yesterdnuy as the special champion for 
free passage of fish in the Savannah river. 
Captain Gili was made chairman of the 
house pour lon of a joint committee appoint- 
ed to investigate the charge that there 
were obsiructions in the Savannah river 
The committee, it will he remembered. 
went to Augusta on the day of the opening 
wf the exposition, went out to the dam, 
which is near the city and decided—that is 
the majority of them did—that the dam 
Was ap obstruction in the sense of the 

law. 

An effort Wis made to have them visit 
the different manufacturing establishments 
oi the city. but they refused to do this. 

Captain Smith made a Majority report on 
the subject “Yésterday in the house, and 
supported it by a speech, the basis of which 
was “that the farmer of Hart county had 
as wmiuch right to catch shad as did the 
rich manufacturers of Angusta.” 

Mr. Cumming made a minority report 
and told of the committee’s visit to the 
city, and told of what they did not see. 

The majority report is as follows:

That not any obstruction whatever should 
be placed in the Savannah river that would 
in any way obstruct the free passage of fish,

Whereas, We, the committee. do flad that 
the river is obstructed by a twelve-fooc dam 
that reaches from the Georg.a s.de to the 
South Caroiina side, 

We, the commiitee, do recommend that the 
governor at once appoint a committee of two 
vo act with the fish committee, and it shall be 
the duty of said committee to go to Augusa 
and if they should find any obstruction in the 
Savanneh river in covflict) wish the laws -of 
thie state and a tréaty bemveen the two states 
imped.mg the free passage of fish in said river, 
that the committee do at once take such sieps 
as they themseives and the attorney genera! 
Can agree upon to have said obstruction re- 
moved or recieved in such a way as may do 
equity to all parties at interest in the said 
two states. 

We, the committee, do further recommend 
that the governor be author:zed to draw his 
Warrant on the treasurer of the siate to pay 
the expenses of said committee and what he 
should deem proper and just to pay said com- 
mittee for their labor. 

We find this matter of great importance and 
urge the senate and house to adopt this report 
and that the governor appoint at once his 
committee. 

We further recommend that if they shonid 
find any wire nets and obstructions of that 
Kind that they have the obstructions removed 
art once. 

Signed: Mesers. Smith of Gwinmet and Per- 
kins, of the house; Messrs. Gholston and Rob- 
ineon, of the senate. 

Mr. Cummine’s report sets forth that 
the mayor had informed the committee 
that the river was too high to examine 
the dam properly. and that no boats could 
be gotten to approach the dam close enough 
to see it, but if they would remain until 
the next dav he would secure boats, and 
the dam could be seen to*advantage, The 
committee, however, took carriages and 
went out to the dam. Thev found three 
openings in the center of the dam, each 
twenty feet wide, and also a fish wav on 
the Sonth Carolina side. The committee 
investigated and found that fish could 
travel ahove it. 

After Captain Smith had made his sneech 
and Mel Branch had endeavored to inject 
some fun in the disenssion by having a 
newspaper clipping read, the chair decided 
that the resolution must go over until to- 
morrow. 

Teachera’ Inatitutes. 

The teachers’ institute question was the 
first matter up in the house. On the mo- 
tion to reconsider the bill, abolishing teach- 
ers’ institutes, which failed of passage day 
before vesterday, Messrs. Walker, of 
Pierce, Davis, of ‘Heard, and ‘Thomas, of 
Coweta, spoke in favor of the reconsidera- 
tion and against the institutes: Mr. King, 
of Fulton, and Mr. Ham, of Hall, spoke 
for the institutes. After the call of the 
previous uestion the bill was reconsidered 
by a vote of 70 to 42. It is not believed, 
however, that the bill can secure the fre- 
uisite constitutional majority. 

He'll Get His Money Back. 

Mr. Pinkus, of Milledgeville, paid $100 
to the state as a liquor tax, his intention 
being to commence business in Milledge- 
ville. After he had paid that money, the 
county tax of Baldwin was raised to $1,000 
a year. Mr. Pinkus could not raise that 
amount and so never opened business. He 
tried to get his $100 back but found he 
he could not do so except by. Jegislative 
enactment. Mr. Howard introduced a reso- 
lution providing for the refunding of this 
money. It created considerable discussion. 
Mr. Hurst, of Walton, a minister and a pro- 
hibitionist, was one of those who spoke in 
favor of paying back the money, which it 
was finally decided to do. 

Scalpers Must Go. 

An important bill, aimed at ticket scaip- 
ers, by Mr. INing was introduced yesterday. 
It is entitled “an act to regulate the sale 
and redemption of railroad tickets,” and 
provides that the railroads shall redeem un- 
used coupouvs. One provision is that no- 
body shall sell tickets except at bicensed 
railroad ticket offices. It goes on to say 
that in order to protect a purchaser the 
railroad must redeem any unused portion 
of a ticket at the game proportionate prices 
that it cost. The matter is being pushed 
by the Order of Railway Conductors and by 
the railways, and is meaiit to be a deadly 
blow to the scalpers. 

No Dealing in Futures. 

Mr. Stapleton, who tried to prevent the 
sale of cigarettes, is now anxious to stop the 
dealing of futures in this state. He intro- 
duced a bill providing that all deaiers in 
cotton and other futures and all bucket- 
shops shall pay an annual tax of $30,000. 
Of course that means prohibition. 

Other New House Bills. 


Mr. Veach of Bartow—To provide for the 


issue of circulating notes to the banks of 
the state.

Mr. Overstreet of Screven—To add Millen 
to the list of cities in which state deposi- 
tories shall be tocated. 

Mr. Morton of Clarke—A resolution for 
the relief of John M, Booth as surety on 
the bond of a party charged with misde- 
meanor, 

Mr. King of Fulton—To exempt all church 
parsopages from taxation. 

Mr. ‘atum of Dade—To empower the 
railroad commission to require railway com- 
panies to put in s.detracks at such points 
as they may be necessary for the proper 
handling of business. 

Mr. Reagan of Henry—To provide how ci- 
tations, notices, advertisements and other 
legal publications of ordinaries, clerks. 
sheriffs, county bailiffs, administrators and 
executors shalt be published. 

Mr. Bell of Elbert—To make Elberton a 
city containing a state depository. 
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THE LIQUOR QUESTION 


Entered Into a Debate in the Senate—Other 
Work of the Senate. 

In the senate, Mr. Jenkins’s bill which 
prevents any one from going into a prohi- 
bition county and solicting orders for liquors 
created a lively discussion, one of the first 
that the senate has had this session. 

When it came up, Mr. Pinson moved to 
lay the bill on the table. Mr. Jenkins, 
Mr. Hateher, Mr. Hackett and Mr. Hum- 
phries advocated its passage. Mr. Pinson 
made «a strong speech against the bill, on 
the line that it was sumptuary legislation. 

The question was discussed in al! its 
phases and was finally temporarily tabled. 

New Bills Introduced. 

Mr. Seaifes introduced a Dill that pro- 
vides that when a railroad company shall 
accept freight for shipment, the shipper’s 
weight shall be taken as the true weight; 
that the railroad receiving the freight shal] 
be responsible to the shipper for any over 
charges on freight whether on the initial 
road or any connecting road. It shall be 
wilawful for any road to require prepay- 
ment from any shipper upon any class of 
freizht unless a like prepayment is required 
of all other shippers upon the same elass 
of freizht: and the refusal of any shipper 
to sizn any contract required by said rail- 
road company relative to said freight or 
the shipment thereof shall not justify anv 
requirement of the preparment. of freight 
by the said shipper where a like prepay- 
ment of freight is not required of all other 
shippers of the same class of freight by 
said railroad company. 

Mr. Daley introduced a bill to amend the 
charter of Wrightsville. 


IN THE COMMITEES. 


The house committee on genera] 
has decided io recomnmend favoral.yv the Mer- 
shon board of health bili.

~ LOST IN ATLANTA, 


Old Man Eli Craig Whose Mind Has Been 
Bedevilled 


BY THE MOONSHINERS AT THE JAIL 


In the Hands ofthe Police—A Bogus Letter 
Telling That His Wife Had Deserted 
Him, Affected His Mind. 


Eli P. Craig is old and thin and weak- 
minded. His face is a mass of wrinkles, 
and when he walks it ig at a stiff, shamb- 
ling gait. He would be an object of pity 
to any other class of people save the moon- 
shiners. In their eyes he ig an object of 
ridicule. 

Craig is now locked up at police head- 
quarters, weeping and mvoahing by turns. 
The condition of his mind may be ascribed 
largely to the assiduous and untiring efforts 
of the moonshiners in the Fulton county 
jail to make his fife miserable during his 
four months’ incarceration there. His econ- 
finement in jail ended ‘Tuesday and he was 
given his liberty. He drifted about until 
he fell helplessly into the bauds of the 
police. 

He is about sixty years of age and claims 
to be a veteran of the union army, and this 
claim, made in an aflidavit, is the cause of 
all his trouble. He lives in Murray county, 
where he has a very small farm and a very 
young wife. Several years ago a claim for 
a pension, bearing his name, reached the 
pension bureau at Washington and was 
made the subject of investigation. 

‘The pension claim was #8 thy me jn 
being heard from, but when Craig did fina 
ly hear from it, the information was any- 
thing but pleasant. It came in the shipe 
of a charge of fraud. ‘le -eas aiiested 
four months ago on a charge made by the 
department at Washington of fraudulently 
attempting to secure a pension. tle was 
brought to the Atlanta jail where his life 
was made miserable by his fellow prison- 
ers from the mountains. 

The mountaineers of the jail had dis- 
covered that Craig had a young wife of 
about seventeen, and this they made the 
foundation of unending tantalization. One 
of them -wrote a letter and had it sent 
through the regular process to )‘raig. It 
purpoted to be from his wife, to whom he 
is blindly devoted, and conveyed the false 
information that she had left him and had 
skipped with a younger man. 

The letter had a stunning effect upon the 
old man, and for several days. he moved 
around like a man out of his mind. The 
letter and the constant taunts of the pris- 
oners had the effect of driving the weak- 
minded ol@ fellow to the verge of insanity. 
One day a genuine letter came froin his 
wife and his despair was lifted. But the 
prisoners conspired to make him disbeieve 
this letter and his life was one succession 
of miserable experiences. Jailer Mardis did 
everything to make the old man comforta- 
ble, and supplied him with a coat which 
was wany numbers too big for him, a ¢on- 
stant source of annoyance to the old fel- 
low. 

‘Tuesday morning Craig was released 
from the jail, and he wandered off without 
acent of money and wno_ idea of 
where he was going. He was too feeble to 
walk to his home in Murray county and ail 
ef his spirit had been crushed cut of 
him. 

He wandered around the streets a'l dey 
and was found at nieht on Decatur sireet 
hungry and erying. His mind afgpeareJ to 
be wandering, and a kind-hearted g-utleman 
took him to a restaurant and gave him a 
hearty meal which he ate ravenously. It 
was seen that he was in no mental cr phy- 
sical condition to take care of himsel®, and 
the gentleman turned him over t» 2’: trol- 
man Wright. ‘The officer sent him to po- 
lice headquarters and he was locked up. 
He wept like a child and said he wanted 
to go home.

of Ed MecKissick, at the Battery Park. 
Thursday evening the club was banqueted. 
Lhe tabie Was arranged in the shape of a 
gridiron with seats for 150. It was in the 
ballroom of the hotel, which was decorated 
with innumerable gridirons, flags, flowers 
and club pictures. Over the stage of the 
ballroom hung a tremendous floral grid- 
iron, and in the rear of the presiding ofti- 
cer’s seat, the flag of the club—a white 
gridiron upon a black flag—was draped. 

Mr. Richmond Peerson, of Asheville, 
opened the banquet by extending a warm 
welcome to the club in an eloquent but 
brief speech. The nm he yielded the chair 
to President Frank Hatton, of the club, 
who presided. 

The presence of ladies at the banquet 
made it a novel affair for the club, and 

caused its members to excel themgelves in 
the flow of brilliancy and wit 

The dinner lasted four hours. 
delightfully served and during the time 
there Was not one dull moment. 

Mayor Patton, Dr. Battle, Mr. Gwyn 
and other Ashevillians proved decidedly wit- 
ty in their speeches, and demonstrated re- 
markable feats in repartee, 

President Hatton, in his distinctive line, 
of humor, roasted everybody and every- 
thing in a vein which caused the merriment 
to begin with the first course and rap as 
a tidal wave through the dinner. Ed Hay, 
Will Annie, Hub Smith, Frank Hosford 
and other bright fellows of the club, added 
toit. Bob Lanier recited a series of verses 
on the ambitions of prominent Ashevillians, 
while the club’s quartet contributed music 
that simply carried everything before it. 

Saturday the entire party were driven 

to Vanderbilt’s magnificent estates. It 
was a revelation. George Vanderbilt has 
purchased all purchasable land for miles 
east of Asheville. He owns something 
like one hundred thousand acres. eight tgou- 
sand acres of which are lestaadl ately 
about the palace he is constructing. Near- 
ly five hundred men are employed on the 
building and in beautifying the grounds. 
The payroll exceeds $10,000 a week and 
has made flush times for Asheville during 
the tightest times of the panic, The build- 
ing alone, it is said, is to cost $3,000,000, 
witite upon the work on the estates nearly 
$2,000,000 more is to be expended. ‘There 
are great granite walls, beautiful drives, 
lakes, pretty cottages, herds of sheep and 
cattle all about. In his deer range alone 
are to be several hundred deer. Upon 
thousands of acres rare trees and flowers 
have been planted everywhere. A small 
army of men are at work upon this feat- 
ure alone. 

Vanderbilt has his own private railroad 
running from Asheville to his home which 
is six miles out. He has his own ¢ars and 
engines. But of all the work the residence 
is the grandest conception. Perhaps no 
palace in Europe is handsomer than it will 
be. It covers several acres and is of mar- 
ble and Indiana stone. But one can better 
imagine its grandeur, knowing that three 
million dollars is to be expended upon it, 
than it can be described in its uncompleted 
stage from a merely brief view of the walls 
and iron work. The work on the building 
commenced three years ago and it will yet 
take two years more to complete it. 

The Gridiron Club was carried out to the 
Vanderbilt estates on a_special train over 
the Vanderbiit road. They were driven 
back in gaeeiagr® and that evening were 
the guests of Mr. MeKissick at a dining. 
After dinner a reception was given the club 
by the ladies of Asheville. and that was 
followed by a “‘cake walk,” the feature of 
which was the contest: between the 
committee of judges over the de- 
livery of prizes. The judges ‘were 
Bill Nye, Frank Hatton and Ed Hay. 
There was a majority and minority report, 
but Bill Nye argued in favor of minority 
rule and the audience voted with him. The 
evening was ended w ith music by the Grid- 
iron quartet and a dance. 

Sunday the club visited Hot Springs 
where it was given a delightful lunch by 

Proprietor Doolittle. of the Mountain Park 
hotel. At o’clock Sunday evening the 
retnrn trip to Washington was _ begun. 

Colonel V. FE. MeBee and Mr. Price, of 
the Richmond. and Danville, joined the 

party at Hot Springs and accompanied it 
back to Washington. The club was dined 
at Hickory last evening and reached here 


this morning.

In a recent letter to the ladies of the J er- 
mitage Assovcinat.on of Nashville Mr. eof ae 
MeDowell, chairman of the ¢ columbian liberty 
bell committee, of the world’s fair, had the 
following interesting things to say of the great 
bell: oe 

‘The bell goes from Nashville to San Fran- 

cisco over the Southern Pacific railroad, and 
will more than probably visit the City of Mexi- 
co on its way. The representatives who called 
with their invitation Saturday said to us that 
the bell would be met at the boundary line 
at El Paso, and would be given a reception that 
would please the whole American people, The 
eceremouies in Mexico would be participated 
in by President D.az; that the bell, with the 
guests accompanying t, would be mide the 
guests of the Mexican nation, all expenses of 
the bell while in Mexico being borne by Mexi- 
cans: and more, that when the bell returned 
to the United States it would be with its cur 
sory reinforced to aid in sending the bel! 
around the world. : 
“We do hope that the people of New Orleans 
Will plan a celebration en the battlefield of 
New Orleans.- so that the next place the bell 
will go from Nashville wil! be the battlefield of 
New Orleans. The Southern Pacific railroad 
has placed its service at the d sposal of 
the be'l and its attendants frem San Francis- 
co to New Orleans without charge. The Penn- 
svivania railroad and the Citizen’s tine fron, 
Troy to New York did the same in send.ng the 
bell to Chicags. 

“Tt pleases this committee very much to he 
permitted to have a part in commemorating 
the memory of Andrew Jackson. He belonged 
to that Seeteh-trish race that gave to this 
eountrry the Mechlenberg declaration, the first 
deciaration of independence, 

“He commanded in the war that finished the 
work. of the revolution and established onr 
rights upon the ocean. [ig sword, the swore 
of New Orleans, was in the hands-off Chicago's 
mayor at 12 o'clock, noon. July 4th. as he call- 
ed upon the vas! multitude to swear allegi- 
ance for themselves and their posteritv for 
all t'me to the star spangled banner, to the 
flac of buman freedom, and the great Colum- 
hian liberty bell, and all they represented. 


It was at this exact moment that the great bell, 


was sounded for the first time, that the flag 
of universal liberty for the first time went 
to the top of a flag pole; and at ihe same mo- 
ment the first made and original stars and 
stripes, the Panl Jones flag, floated from a sis- 
ter flagstaff. givirg its benediction.
